The
ordinance under which the officer
acted is a< follows:

Sec. 520, That no person shall
at any depot in this city boisterous-
ly call out or solicit pationage of
the kind wmentioned in the forego-
ing section or get upon the platform
of the cars,or enter the cars upon
the arrival of trains for the purpose
of soliciting patronage menlioned
in the foregoing section, or crowd
upon the train or upon the delivery
platforro during the exit of pussen-
gers or delivery of baggage. or crowd
the ticket office of any railroad
company having a dejot in this
city so as to annoy, ineonyenience
or otherwise interfere with the
traveling public or business of the
railroad.

The fine for yiclation of the above
is ten dollars.

Mr. Harkins states on this ocea-
sion complained of, the porter was
pressing forward to the car and
standing on the platform while pas- }
gengers were getling off, which is
directly in violation of the ordi-
nance above quoted. The ordi-
nance is very clear, and the officer
says every cifort is made to strietly
enforce it; but that after passengers
have left the car porters are allowed
to assist passengers upou the train
without objection. The ordinance
was necessitated by the persistence
with which the porters plied their
vocation. In this occurrence com-
mented on, officer Hurkine says he
was siuply doing his duty in accor-
dance with the city laws, and just
what he will do under like circum-
stances.

This deficiency has been met by a
loan, on the personal responsibility
ol the commttee, itz order that the
short sehool term decided on could
be completed.

We are aware thatit has been
brouzht to your consideration Lhat
we have not been able to accommo
date all the children who have ap« |
plied daring this term; and in order
that every child should have the
bencfit of theshoghc, ! they so des
sire, our schoel rv“.u cupacity must |
be increased, 1t will be impossible
to effect this with the means now at
our disposal.  Having cousulted
some of the best architects and con-
tractors in the city, we believe that
with the amount asked for, we can
erect a suitible building on the lot
on Orange st., now inour possesion
or make other improvement, and ac-
commodate all applicants for a term
of say nine montns teaching
through the Sth grade of our system.

The number of chivdren who have
applied for admi-sion this term is
ot the number who have been re-
ceived is 450, The above applies to
the white school. Of colored child-
ren, 200 have applied for admission.
and have received 250,  Our Super-
intendent, Prof. P. P. Claxton, esti-
mates from his past experience,
that abeut 900 white and 325 color-
ed children willapply for admission
to the schools in the next term.

To provide for thai number of
children, it will require 24 teachers
und two assistants, with suflicient
scheol room for both white and col-
ored. Itis no doubt, apparent to
you, that to carry out the wmean-
ing of the Jaw, we must receive all
applicants entitled to the education~
u‘ benefits for which the appropria-
tion was made; but a certain sum of
money will go only so far, and not
to receive all children who have the
right, is nol carrying out the spirit
and intention of-tke luw. We feel
quite sure, that if the council fally
understaud how much has been ac-
eomplished with the means ut our
dispo.al, and how much progress
has been made by - the pupils who
have had this opportunity for only
a few months; there would be no
hesitation on their part to grant this
petition. In conclusion, we resp: ct«
fully request that you name an
early day for vi.iting the schools,
which will enable you to exerciss
your own geod judgment as to their
being worthy of future mnintaining,.

in disguise as an artisan, learned how
iron for gun barrels was made, tele—
graphed the information to our Sec-
retary of War and in twelve days the
United States GGovernment was mak-
ing gun barrels. And yet I am de-
nounced by some of the Grand Army
men. Comment is useless!”
